Storm Passed over Cashtown only to 
Return 
and Spend Full 
Force in 
that Section. 


In 
a downpour of rain that 
ap­ 
proached the proportions of a cloud­ 
burst, 
damage 
was caused in 
and 
about Cashtown 
Tuesday afternoon 
that will run into hundreds of dol­ 
lars. 
Fields were washed out, gard­ 
ens ruined, and the roads so torn up 
by the rushing water that extensive 
operations will be necessary to put 
them back 
into their former condi­ 
tion. 
Some idea of the water’s force may 
be judged 
when 
it is known that 
stones were washed out on the street 
in such numbers and of such size that 
automobiles could not go through for 
a long time. 
Hail accompanied the 
rain, cutting wheat and grass. Fences 
were washed away at a number 
of 
places. 
The heavy 
storm which 
hovered 
over the western part of the county 
about 
noon, apparently 
passed the 
Cashtown district without doing any 
harm only to swing back again and 
vent its fury over the town and sur­ 
rounding neighborhood. The rain fell 
in torrents 
for many minutes 
and 
dashed 
with such volume that 
it 
washed out completely the corn fields, 
beat 
down all the gardens, 
made 
deep gulleys in the roads, and wash­ 
ed great furrows in the water cours­ 
es. 
A violent electrical display ac­ 
companied the rain. 
The main force of the storm was 
spent 
over 
a district possibly 
not 
more than four miles in width. 
Later in the afternoon and during 
the 
evening 
other 
severe 
storms 
were 
experienced over 
the county, 
and 
there were 
general rains 
but 
nothing of the intensity of the one 
which spent its fury over Cashtown 
and 
vicinity. 
In that 
part of 
the 
county 
the 
rapidly 
rising 
waters 
made travel very dangerous at sev­ 
eral 
of the large bridges, and 
the 
high 
waters continued for 
several 
hours. 
Though no buildings 
are thought 
to have been destroyed by lightning 
the storm put out of commission some 
telephone and 
telegraph lines, 
and 
communication in this way was cut 
off during the evening.

Coast.

Known in Gettysburg, Dies 
in Washington. 


After a painful illness of several 
months, Mrs. Nellie McKnight (Hay) 
Froehlich, wife 
of Rev. Paul Froeh- 
lich, died on Tuesday morning, at the 
home of her 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. 
John 
W. Hay, 
of Harrisburg. Her 
father is a member of the class of 
1868 at college, and she was a niece 
of the late Dr. and 
Mrs. McKnight 
and of Dr. and Mrs. John Himes, of 
Carlisle street. 
Mrs. Froehlich was 
thirty-two years of age, and leaves 
her husband and two children, Elea­ 
nor Hay and Sarah Jane, aged nine 
and six years respectively. 
About five years ago, Mrs. Froeh- 
lich suffered a serious illness as the 
result of a growth on the neck, which 
left her one arm nearly useless. This 
pressure on 
the nerves 
developed 
afresh early this year, and she was 
under the care of specialists at Johns 
Hopkins 
Hospital during 
February 
and March. 
A delicate operation re­ 
vealed the impossibility 
of success­ 
fully removing the cause of the trou­ 
ble, and Mrs. Froehlich was removed 
to her parents’ home late in March. 
Her condition grew worse until the 
end came. 
Her marriage to Rev. Paul Froeh­ 
lich, a 1904 graduate of Gettysburg 
College, 
occurred in October, 1907. 
From 1907 until 1908, Mr. Froehlich 
served the Lutheran congregation at 
Bainbridge, 
Pa. 
During 
the 
next 
year, he was pastor of Grace Church, 
Troy 
Hill, Pittsburgh. 
From 1909 
until 1910, he served as Boys’ Work 
Director of the Y. M. C. A. at Lan­ 
caster, going from there to Gordon, 
where his 
pastorate continued 
for 
three years. 
Since 1913 they have 
resided in Washington, I). C., where 
Mr. Froehlich 
is employed in

Washington, May 22—Estimates by 
Major General Crowder, provost m ar­ 
shal general, indicate that probably 
three-quarters of a million men will 
be obtained for the arfny by the re­ 
gistration on June 5, of all youths 
who have attained 21 years of age 
since June 1st last. 


•Fully a million youths, according to 
General Crowder’s estimate, will 
be 
registered. 
At least one-fourth 
of 
them, he think*, will be exempted on 
various grounds. 
A statement by 
Secretary Baker, giving the estimate 
and outlining 
plans for the draft, 
given out Tuesday, reads: 
“ Prdbably three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion men will be added to the Ameri­ 
can Army in the making by the re­ 
gistration on Jtme 6 next, of boys 
who have reached the age of 21 ainee 
June 6, 1917, or who will be 21 on or 
before June 5, 1918. 
This estimate 
was made to-day by Provost Marshal 
General E. H. Crowder, who will di­ 
rect the registration. 
“•General Crowder’* estimate 
was 
based on the faot that almost ten mil­ 
lion men registered last year. This 
number included all between 21 and 
31. 
Statistics collected 
by General 
Crowder’s office show that a little 
more than IO per cent of these men 
were 2l years old. On that basis it is 
estimated by draft officials working 
under General Crowder that

year’s registration will exceed 1,000,-

Washington, May 22—Further evi­ 
dence that another great Austrian 
drive against Italy i« impending came 
in an official dispatch from Switzer­ 
land, saying information from Vienna 
showed Austria had planned to sup­ 
press all military operations in the 
East on May 2f> to concentrate forces 
for the Italian front. 


Humor Persists that Hindenburg is 
no More. 


With the British Army in France, 
May 22—The rumor that Field Mar­ 
shal Von Hindenburg died recently 
has become current very generally in 
the enemy lines in the back areas 
as well as among civilians. 
What 
basis, if any, there is for this rumor 
is not known here. 


Relieved from Active Duties as 
Executives, but will Remain 
in Service. 


Washington, May 22—Every rail­ 
road president in the United States 
was relieved from active duty as ex­ 
ecutive manager of his road on Tues­ 
day by Director General McAdoo, who 
will appoint a federal director for 
each road, responsible 
only to the 
Railroad Adm instration. 
In many 
cases the president of the road may 
be named federal director. 
To safeguard the interests of stock­ 
holders and maintain the individuality 
of each railway 
federal 
directors, 
whenever possible, will be appointed 
from among the u p ratin g officers of 
the property, the director general an­ 
nounced. This will avoid disrupting 
any road's working organization un­ 
necessarily. 
As another step in the reorganiza­ 
tion of railroad management the di­ 
rector general ordered the 
creation 
of two new operating district*—the 
Allegheny region, consisting of the 
principal trunk lines east of Pitts­ 
burgh, excluding the New York Cen­ 
tral, managed by C, H. Markham, now 
regional director for the South, and 
the Pocohontas district, consisting of 
the east and west trunk lines termi­ 
nating at Hampton Roads. 


London, May 22—The fortress of 
Metz, in Lorraine, and the city of 
Coblentz, on the Rhine, were bom­ 
barded by British aviators Tuesday 
morning.

Namur 
and 
Charleroi alto were attacked. 


According to a London dispatch, 
May 13, German prisoners captured 
in France declared that Field Mar­ 
shal Von Hindenburg was dead. This 
rumor gained some support by the 
fact that General Von Mackensen, the 
conqueror of Rumania, was either to 
be shifted to the western front or had 
already arrived there to take part 
in the renewed offensive against the 
Allies.

“Your letter bf February 27, 1018, 
Is at bund, aud I P>tbe the late ar­ 
rivals of mail as Indicated In same, 
The whole trouble Is on account of 
my dogs. I was unripe, and still nm, 
to get fish for them as It la not to be 
obtained in the country. The dogs I 
use on this mall ore wolf dogs that 
have been worked on fish all their 
lives. It Is almost imp* slide to change 
from a fish diet to cooked feed and 
work them. 
I have done the best I 
could to keep this mall moving and 
have had to stop and r« st my do^s sev­ 
eral times while th# tnnil was in trans­ 
it as they would not eland it. . . .
